Redundancies at academy 


TWENTY-ONE jobs will 
be lost at a Portland 
academy, it has been 
announced. 

Governors at the Isle 
of Portland Aldridge 
Community Academy 
have agreed to 21 
posts being made re¬ 
dundant as part of the 
reorganisation of the 
academy, equating to 
15 full time members 
of staff. Most of the 
roles to go will be 
teaching assistants 
and support staff 
posts, with two teach¬ 
ing or senior leader¬ 
ship roles. 

The majority of the 
redundancies will be 
voluntary. 

This comes after Joss 
Hayes, Principal of the 
Isle of Portland

Academy, wrote to 
parents to update 


them on the restruc¬ 
turing, announced last 
term, whereby the 
academy will be reor¬ 
ganised into "schools 
within one school", 
each with a "head of 
school" 

This new structure 
will come into force 
when the academy's 
new campus opens at 
Maritime House, 


Southwell, later this 
year. 

A statement from 
IPACA said:"The new 
structure will be fully 
in place when the 
Academy's new cam¬ 
pus at Maritime 
House, Southwell, 
opens in September 
2016, and covers the

Power cuts, flooding and travel 
chaos as 80 mph winds hit county 


MAJOR travel dis¬ 
ruption and power 
cuts hit Dorset as 
Storm Imogen made 
here presence felt, 
with winds of up to 
80mph recorded off 
Portland. 

Rail services were 
disrupted, roads closed 
and hundreds were left 
without power. 

Power cuts were re¬ 
ported across the 
county including Ab- 
botsbury, Osmington 
and Dorchester, where 
around 400 homes 
were affected. 


South West Trains 
had no service from 
Weymouth to Dorch¬ 
ester and there were 
further problems when 
equipment was struck 
by lightening, forcing 
the Weymouth to Wa¬ 
terloo service to begin 
at Bournemouth. 

Police closed Cum¬ 
berland Drive on the 
Granby Industrial Es¬ 
tate after debris fell 
from a petrol station 
roof leaving it in a dan¬ 
gerous state and the 
Sea Life tower was 
closed because of the 
gale force winds. 
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Part of the bypass 
was shut for a time 
around the south of 
Dorchester as the 
flooding became too 
hazardous for drivers, 
sending streams of 
traffic through the con¬ 
gested town centre. It 
was later reopened, al¬ 
though temporary traf¬ 


fic lights were still in 
operation causing de¬ 
lays. 

The Old Sherborne 
Road, on the north of 
the town, was flooded 
near the Sun Inn. On 
the east of the town the 
West Stafford Bypass 
was closed due to 
flooding, and west of 


Dorchester the A35 
was blocked by a 
falling tree at Winter¬ 
bourne Abbas. 

Dorset Fire and Res¬ 
cue dealt with a num¬ 
ber of incidents, 
including a flood in¬ 
side a property at 
Frome Vauchurch near 
Maiden Newton.

Even before buying my first guitar I had always 
wanted to play"House Of The Rising Sun" by The 
Animals and "Hotel California" by The Eagles. We 
have over 60 songs on our jamming repertoire 
which we regularly play. If I had to choose two 
favourites that we play the most of I would pick 
"Bye Bye Love" by The Everly Brothers and "Love 
Is All Around" by The Troggs or Wet Wet Wet, de¬ 
pending on which generation you are. 

• Do you have any hints or tips for anyone 
wanting to start playing the guitar or joining 
the Broadwindsor jammers? 

My advice to anyone thinking of learning to play 
the guitar is to do it now and not leave it until 
you retire like I did. I would go to a qualified gui¬ 
tar teacher, which I can recommend, for between 
six and nine months and when you are proficient 
in playing around a dozen or more chords, join 
my jamming group and have fun playing songs 
from the song sheets that I provide.

Men banned from seafront 


TWO men have been banned from en¬ 
tering Weymouth seafront after causing 
prolonged intimidation and anti-social 
behaviour to the public. 

David Frederick Cant, 43, was issued 
with a Criminal Behaviour Order by 
Weymouth Magistrates’ Court and will 
last for five years. 

The order was issued on the back of 
public order act offences where he used 
threatening, abusive or insulting words 
or behaviour on a businessman on 
Weymouth beach. He has also been 
convicted of a number of theft and drug 
offences. 

Cant was sentenced to 12 weeks in 
prison in October and is due to be re¬ 
leased on licence this week. 

His Criminal Behaviour Order states 
he is not allowed to enter the commis¬ 
sion area of Portland, the commission 
area of The Esplanade, Weymouth, 
from the Sea View Restaurant (for¬ 
mally known as the Pier Bandstand) to 
the pleasure pier behind the Weymouth 
Pavilion, and the area known as Jubilee 
Business Park and Weymouth Train 
Station. 

Ian Jess Heatherington, 46, has been 
banned from entering Weymouth 
seafront for the next three years after 
being convicted of making racially abu¬ 
sive comments toward members of the 
public. 

He was issued with the Criminal Be¬ 
haviour Order by Bournemouth Crown 
Court on July 17th 2015 after being 
sentenced to eight months imprison¬ 
ment. He was released on licence in 
October 2015. 

The court heard that Heatherington 
made racially abusive comments to¬ 


ward members of the public on Wey¬ 
mouth Esplanade on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 6th 2014. He was charged with 
causing racially aggravated fear or 
provocation of violence. 

And on October 2nd, Nigel Treadwell 
- aged 37 and from Weymouth - was 
issued with a five-year Criminal Be¬ 
haviour Order which also banned him 
from Weymouth seafront. 

Dorset Police worked in conjunction 
with the Community Safety Team at 
Weymouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil to bring the applications to the court. 

Inspector Pete Browning, of Wey¬ 
mouth police, said: “David Cant and 
Ian Heatherington have caused misery 
for many in Weymouth over the years 
with their anti-social behaviour and 
persistent street drinking. 

“This court order shows that we will 
deal with offenders such as Cant and 
Heatherington robustly and that this 
kind of behaviour will not be tolerated. 

“Dorset Police is working hard to re¬ 
solve the street drinking and associated 
crimes such as anti-social behaviour in 
Weymouth town centre. 

“We work alongside the local author¬ 
ities and the local community to ensure 
any concerns they may have are ad¬ 
dressed and dealt with. 

“This is the fifth Criminal Behaviour 
Order that has been issued to individu¬ 
als in Weymouth town centre to combat 
street drinkers in Melcombe Regis and 
Weymouth. 

“We will continue to work closely 
with Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, Shopwatch and Pubwatch to 
make Weymouth a safer family-orien¬ 
tated place to live and visit.”

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Parliament gifts commemorative 
banner to Dorchester's Shire Hall 


THE Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment’s year-long banner 
exhibition “The Begin¬ 
ning of that Freedome” 
recently ended, and the 
organisations repre¬ 
sented by artworks have 
officially been gifted 
their respective ban¬ 
ners. 

An element of the 
2015 anniversaries pro¬ 
gramme, the exhibition 
featured 18 large-scale 
banners, created by nine 
artists. They represent 
800 years of milestone 
moments in our civil 
rights history, celebrat¬ 
ing 750 years since the 
Simon de Montfort par¬ 
liament (1265) and 800 
years since the sealing 
of Magna Carta (1215). 

Dorchester’s Shire 
Hall is due to receive an 
original artwork com¬ 
memorating the Tolpud- 
dle Martyrs, by 
UK-based disabled dig¬ 
ital artist Jason Wilsher- 
Mills, who said: “I was 
inspired by memories of 
my father, a coal miner, 
and a lifelong member 
of a trade union, so the 
positive stories of what 
the unions had done to 
support working people 
were as much a part of 
my formative years as 
bedtime stories. 

“I really wanted to 
make a banner that 
would pay tribute to 
these incredibly brave 
and inspiring men-the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs be¬ 
cause their actions 
would inspire those 
who were forming the 
very first trade unions. I 
took great time and care 
to choose colours, 
which would represent 
the countryside in 
Dorset, and the extreme 
conditions of life for 
transported prisoners in 
Australia. 

“I wanted to create 
something beautiful for 
the martyrs that alluded 
to their cultural heritage 
- the wildlife and flow¬ 
ers of Dorset - while 
creating a narrative 
using metaphors and 
symbolism to deal with 
the hardships they expe¬ 
rienced while being 
transported to Australia 
and their subsequent re¬ 
lease. I used the bees to 
represent the journey to 
and from Australia. The 
worker bees represent 
the future trade union 
movement.” 

Jason Wilsher-Mills 
uses high-resolution

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WHEN THE CHIPS ARE DOWN... 



If you're already 'chitting' your seed potatoes and waiting for those valuable shoots to 
appear on the tubers before planting out, be aware that this process may be the least of 
your worries. 

While potatoes are generally pretty easy veg to grow given the right soil and situation, 
some gardeners end up with rotten, foetid tubers which will need disposing of as soon 
as they are out of the ground. 

The most common problem is potato blight, a disease which causes brown or black 
patches to appear on young leaves from June onwards. The disease spreads rapidly to 
stems and finally the plant collapses. Spores are washed down to the tubers, resulting in 
a reddish brown rot and leaving the potatoes a soggy mass. 

If you spot it early enough, you can remove infected leaves straight away to stop it spread¬ 
ing and 'earth up' or mulch rows with a thick layer of straw or hay. Don't harvest the crop 
for at least three weeks after removing the diseased foliage to allow time for the potato 
skins to thicken up and spores on the surface to die. 

Don't leave blighted tubers in the ground.They will all need digging up as otherwise the 
spores will spread again, affecting subsequent crops. 

Blight usually hits crops in warm, humid conditions from mid-summer onwards. It can 
be prevented by spraying with a copper-based fungicide, Bordeaux mixture, before 
symptoms first appear and repeating the treatment every two weeks. But if blight has 
already appeared, no amount of fungicide will save your crop. 

To reduce the risk of blight, practise crop rotation - don't grow potatoes on the same 
piece of land more than once every four years - and use deep earthing up to protect the 
tubers. Grow early potatoes, which are lifted before blight appears, or those which show 
some blight resistance, including 'Sarpo Mira', 'Colleen' and 'Cosmos'. Make sure you al¬ 
ways buy certified seed potatoes and don't save your own tubers. 

Other potato problems include blackleg, a bacterial disease that causes the leaves to wilt 
and the stems to blacken.This usually occurs early in the season and in dry weather. You'll 
need to destroy affected plants. 

Slugs can be a major pain in heavy and wet soil, and there's not a lot you can do about 
them unless you resort to slug pellets or other common slug deterrents. Early potato va¬ 
rieties may be less affected and if you lift your maincrops early you may be able to enjoy 
them before the slugs do. 

The first sign of eelworms, tiny worm-like creatures which burrow into the roots of pota¬ 
toes, is when plants growing close to each other start dying from the base upwards and 
the leaves yellow. Tiny reddish brown cysts grow out from the roots, which are the fe¬ 
males and full of eggs. Affected plants will soon die. 

Scab is another common disease which is common in light soils, caused by a fungus, but 
although the skins may be damaged, the affected potatoes can be eaten after peeling. 
To help prevent it, add plenty of organic matter to the soil before planting and water reg¬ 
ularly during a long, hot summer. 

Find out if there's a Potato Day near you - many events are publicised online - organised 
by your local garden club or society, offering growers an ever-expanding choice, advice 
on dealing with pests and diseases and the chance to talk potatoes with fellow enthusi¬ 



asts. Events nationwide run through to March. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Snowdrop (Galanthus) 

It's the pint-sized dazzler of late winter, marked by white carpet displays across the coun¬ 
try and at various National Trust properties, parks and gardens. If you have your own 
woodland area and you want a naturalised effect, you'll have to plant a huge number of 
bulbs. Perhaps the best approach is to build your snowdrop colony gradually, planting 
more clumps each year. Plant them in early autumn in groups of 10 or more, spacing 
them 4cm apart and 6-7cm deep. They should reach their potential after a couple of 
years. They prefer semi shade and ideally a moist soil rich in organic matter. Look out for 
Galanthus'S. Arnott', which has large, fragrant flowers, and G. 'Atkinsii', a tall variety on 
long stems.

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WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


• Protect vulnerable plants from 
frost and wind damage and firm 
in plants lifted by frost. 

• Pot autumn-rooted fuchsia 
cuttings into small individual 
pots 

• Put cloches in position to warm 
the soil for early sowings of 
vegetables in March. 

• Top-dress pot-grown shrubs 
with fresh compost, scraping 
away about 2.5cm (1 in) of the 
old compost from the surface 
before adding the new. 

• Prune winter-flowering jasmine 
once the flowers have gone over 
completely 

• Shorten sideshoots from the 
main wisteria framework to 
encourage flower buds 

• Water pot plants growing at the 
base of your house walls as they 


can often be sheltered from rain 
by the overhang of the house 
eaves and may dry out 

• When you have dug over an area 
in winter, cover the ground with 
a large sheet of polythene, 
anchored at the edges with 
bricks, to keep off the worst of 
the winter weather and suppress 
weeds 

• Buy onion sets and store them in 
a dry place, ready for planting in 
March 

• Watch out for moles, which start 
to become more active now 
because of mating and nest¬ 
building. If you can't stand the 
thought of getting rid of them 
with traditional mole traps, and 
old-fashioned deterrents such as 
mothballs down the holes don't 
work, make the most of the 
perfectly sifted topsoil they 
leave on the surface.

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Japanese Knotweed 


The legal 
consequences 

As solicitors, Japanese Knotweed has moved from being 
a warning in the legal press to an issue in day to day 
practice. It is a non-native invasive plant with incredibly 
strong root systems (the roots can extend to a depth 
of three meters and up to seven meters laterally). It 
has distinctive red steams and flat green leaves. It lies 
dormant in winter months but grows aggressively from 
April to October. Recent European Legislation (European 
Invasive Alien Species Regulation 2014) obliges member 
states to control and manage invasive alien species, of 
which Japanese Knotweed is one. 



The fundamental problem is that this plant can cause physical 
damage to buildings and land, is expensive and time-consuming 
to eradicate, damage bio diversity and result in criminal and civil 
liabilities for owners and occupiers of property. 

The legal implications of Japanese Knotweed are real. Local 
authorities have the power under Section 215 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act 1990 to require land owners to remedy the 
condition of land - failure to comply can result in prosecution, 
a fine and the costs of undertaking the necessary works. In 
addition, Local Authorities and the Police can potentially serve 
community protection notices under the Under-Social Behaviour 
Crime and Policing Act 2014 for failure to keep Japanese Knotweed 
under control. It is notable that it is also likely to be classed as a 
controlled waste during the removal process creating a potential 
liability under the Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981. 

Over and above the potential liabilities listed above, an owner 
or occupier should not allow Japanese Knotweed to spread onto 
neighbouring land, because the owner of the neighbouring land 
may be able to take common law private nuisance proceedings for 
compensation for the loss and enjoyment, the costs of removal 
and a continuing injunction against reinfestation. More and more 
clients are raising concerns about Japanese Knotweed, both with 
regards to their own property, but also worried about its presence 
on neighbouring property. If you have Japanese Knotweed on your 
land, you need to act fast to prevent it spreading onto neighbouring 
property and exposing you to a potential claim in nuisance or 


action by the Local Authority or Police. If your property neighbours 
another plot with Japanese Knotweed, you may be able to take 
action to force the owner to deal with it and thereby limit the risk to 
you. 

The potential implications for the value of a property affected by 
Japanese Knotweed are significant as it can affect the ability to 
sell the property or obtain a mortgage. Some lenders will not 
lend against a property affected and others place restrictions on 
the mortgage. Buildings insurance policies generally do not cover 
damage and problems caused by Japanese Knotweed.

THIS week's Growing Old Disgrace¬ 
fully considers wigs and whether eld¬ 
erly people need to bother with them.

SAXOPHONIST Sonny Rollins 
is widely recognized as one of 
the most important and influ¬ 
ential jazz musicians. To mark 
60 years since the release of 
his two best known albums.

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The charge of the 
Dorset Yeomanry 

Exhibition now open at County Museum 


DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 
and The Keep Military Museum, 
Dorchester, in conjunction with 
the Dorset Yeomanry have as¬ 
sembled a small exhibition to 
commemorate the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the famous charge 
of the Queen's Own Dorset Yeo¬ 
manry against a mixed Turkish 
and Senussi force in the Egypt¬ 
ian Western Desert.The charge, 
the last Regimental charge in 
battle by the British army, 
routed the enemy and was a 
key element in preventing the 
Turks and their German allies 
from capturing the Suez canal; 


a vital link with India. 

The highlight of the display 
will be the painting recording 
the gallantry of the QODY that 
was commissioned from the 
greatest, British, late 19th/ early 
20th century, military artist, 
Lady Elizabeth Butler. The 
painting was paid for by sub¬ 
scriptions from local people. 
After being exhibited in 1917 at 
the Royal Academy, it was dis¬ 
played in most of the major 
towns across Dorset. Over 
10,000 people paid 8d each to 
see the painting. It normally 
hangs in the Members' Com¬ 


mon Room at County Hall and 
this will be the first time for 
many decades that the people 
of Dorset will have easy access 
to view this painting with such 
county wide resonance.

Subaru announces upgrades to XV compact crossover 


SUBARU has today announced details 
of a series of upgrades to the XV com¬ 
pact crossover, designed to refresh the 
car's exterior styling, raise cabin quality 
and improve refinement. In spite of the 
range of upgrades across the full model 
line-up, pricing for the Subaru XV is un¬ 
changed for the 2016 model, which 
goes on sale across the UK next month 
from £21,995 (OTR). 

Since its introduction in 2012, the XV 
has stood out in its sector with Subaru's 
legendary permanent Symmetrical All- 
Wheel Drive as standard. The XV boasts 
higher ground clearance than most ri¬ 
vals and is among the lightest vehicles 
in the compact crossover segment, aid¬ 
ing the car's genuine off-road ability. Its 
centre of gravity and low-mounted four 
cylinder Boxer engines make it one of 
the most agile compact crossovers on 
the market. 

Updates to the 2016 model follow hot 
on the heels of a range of upgrades 
made in 2015 which included a raft of 
suspension modifications and a quicker 
more direct steering rack, resulting in 
more engaging and assured handling 
and smoother ride. 

Higher-quality cabin with new 
connected infotainment system 

Among the most important changes 
to the upgraded XV is an upgraded in¬ 
terior, finished in higher quality materi¬ 


als and featuring Subaru's new factory- 
fit 7.0-inch touchscreen infotainment 
and navigation system. Changes in¬ 
clude the adoption of new metallic and 
piano blacktrim as well as new contrast 
stitching throughout the cabin.The dri¬ 
ver's TFT LCD instrument binnacle has 
also been redesigned, now emitting a 
soft, contemporary blue glow. 

The overall result of these changes is 
a cosseting ambience with a higher- 
quality, more modern look and feel. 

Subaru's all-new 7.0-inch touchscreen 
display allows smartphone-style control 
of the advanced navigation and info¬ 
tainment features, with a swipe and 
pinch control function for map displays. 
Consistent with other updates to the 
cabin, the infotainment system echoes 
the new blue glow of the driver's instru¬ 
ment binnacle. The infotainment sys¬ 
tem houses a standard-fit rear view 
camera, offering a super-wide 160-de- 
gree field of view behind the car when 
reversing. 

Other functions of the car - such as 
changing navigation settings or adjust¬ 
ing the power or temperature of the cli¬ 
mate control - can be controlled though 
the company's latest-generation voice 
control facility, allowing the driver to 
keep their eyes on the road ahead. The 
system also enables Apple iPhone users 
to activate Siri® Eyes-Free functionality, 


providing full voice control of their iOS 
mobile device when linked with the new 
infotainment system. 

The smartphone functionality extends 
to a range of apps, which pair users'mo- 
bile devices with the vehicle via Subaru 
StarLink, making the XV one of the most 
connected cars on the road. StarLink en¬ 
ables occupants to display weather 
forecasts and traffic reports, access 
wireless audio, receive the latest news 
updates and checktheir calendar while 
on the move. 

Lower running costs and 
improvements to fuel efficiency 

The upgraded Subaru XV continues to 
offer UK buyers a choice of two horizon¬ 
tally-opposed, four-cylinder Boxer en¬ 
gines - a 2.0-litre petrol and 2.0-litre 
diesel - and two transmissions (six- 
speed manual and six-speed CVT auto¬ 
matic). For 2016, both engines in the XV 
line-up offer improved fuel economy 
over the existing model. 

The 2.0-litre turbodiesel, equipped 
with a six-speed manual transmission, 
features a range of updates and longer 
gear ratios to improve fuel efficiency by 
4%. The modified engine - which still 
produces 147 PS and 350 Nm of torque 
- achieves 52.3 mpg on the combined 
cycle, while C02 emissions fall from 146 
to 141 g/km, placing the car in a lower 
BIK tax band (25% for 2016/17). In spite 


of the longer gear ratios, driveability 
hasn't been compromised, with the car 
still able to accelerate from 0-to-62 mph 
in 9.3 seconds. 

Subaru has also introduced a series of 
updates to the 150 PS 2.0-litre naturally- 
aspirated petrol engine which produces 
196 Nm of torque. Fuel efficiency in¬ 
creases by 2% to a combined average of 
43.5 mpg when equipped with Subaru's 
smooth-shifting Lineartronic transmis¬ 
sion (CVT) and emissions fall to 151 


g/km. Longer gear ratios for models fit¬ 
ted with the six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion promote greater efficiency at 
motorway speeds.

THE report is on the first cricket competition held to 
raise funds for the preservation and upkeep of St Mary’s 
Church Bridport, a competition that is still ongoing over 
30 years later.
